Board Replies to Protesting Civic Groups 


Hands Off 
Attitude 
Is Implied 
Echoes of i heavy debate on 
proposed sites for the future Col­ 
lege of the Desert resounded 
through the resort area today in 
the wake of Thursday night's col­ 
lege Board of Trustees meeting. 
Junior college officials today 
dispatched replies to five organ­ 
izational resolutions urging the 
board to shift its attention from 
an Indian Wells Cove site to a 
Rio del Sol Road location. 


AT THE SAME time, trustees 
who Thursday night mo ed a slep 
closer to 
condemnation of the 
Cove site mulled over arguments 
voiced by five Village civic lead­ 
er* who personally urgid the 
board to change its apparent 
views. 
The latest word on the grow­ 
ing college controversy cams to­ 
day in the form of latín 5 that 
slid into the mail boxes of the 
organizations which had challeng­ 
ed the Cove site. 
AUTHORED BY College Presi­ 
dent Roy McCall and approved by 
the board, the letters were ad­ 
dressed to the Chambers of Com­ 
merce of Palm Springs, Thousand 
Palms and Rancho Mirage and 
the Palm Springs Real Estate 
Board and Apartment and Hotel 
Association. 
Briefly, the similarly worded 
replies expressed the board's ap­ 
preciation for the interest evinc­ 
ed by the respective groups, each 
of which recommended a 240-acre 
Rio del Sol Road site offered by 
hotelman Hank Gogerty. 
THE LETTERS went on to point 
out that “the board of trustees 
is fully aware of the site you 
mention” and noted that the board 
is thoroughly weighing the ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages of 
this and other site6. 
“All the trustee* are studying 
the population distribution and 
disposition of college age stud­ 
ents,'' it added. 
The resolution* were unanimous 
In their endorsement of the Rio 
del Sol Road site, in preference 
to the Cove property owned by 
Oilman Ray Ryan. 
AU. WERE READ to the board 
Thursday night, when trustees in­ 
dicated their intent to proceed 
in the direction of Indian Wells 
Cove by authorizing the employ­ 
ment of two real estate apprais­ 
ers to evaluate the land. 
However, the board offered kx 
assurance to the five Villagers 
present during the action that 
they were still collecting and sift­ 
ing data on all four sites recom­ 
mended by the st ate as acceptable 
college locations. 
THE FIVE VISITORS, Palm 
Springs Chamber of Commerce 
President Warren Slaughter, City 
Councilwoman Ruth Hardy, Fred 
Ingram, Francis Crocker and 
George Ripley individually indi­ 
cated their preference for more 
centrally located college site, em­ 
phasizing arguments ilntroduced 
by the various resolutions. 
Mrs. Hardy, noting that she was 
present as an emissary for Mayor 
Frank Bogert, pointed out to the 
board that "we have great faith 
in you.” 
“We are going to back you 
up and.” she remarked, "We are 
also going to pay the bills.” 
MRS. HARDY explained that 
she felt the Cove site was too far 
oast of the figurative center line 
that halves the Coachella Valley, 
between Indio and Palm Springs, 
a line that falls in the middle of 
Palm Desert. 
“We are very koen about the 
college," Slaughter told the board, 
“but we would like to see it more

Location Rated 
Most Important 


EDITOR'S NOTE: This Is the 
third in a series o I articles on 
the controversy Involving the lo­ 
cation of the College of the Des­ 
ert, using articles published In 
this newspaper, together with 
the report to the college trustees 
by the Bureau of School Plan­ 
ning, California State D e p a r t ­ 
ment of Education.) 


The state rating report on the 
four listed ‘ -cceptable’’ sites was 
based upon the following factors, 
quoted directly from the s t a t e 
report to the college trustees: 


“LOCATION — Location is the 
most important single considera­ 
tion in the selection of this sie. 
Location, as considered here, is a 
factor relative to: (1) present and 
future student and adult popula­ 
tion; 12) the Junior college func­ 
tion as a community center. 
"Location has different implica­ 
tions depending upon whether or 
not the governing board wishes to 
establish Junior college service in 
this district on a one-or-two-6il* 


basis. The Department of Educa­ 
tion recommends service on an 
ultimate two-site basis because 
the district contains two basic 
types of communities, each of 
which ultimately will expand to 
support a Junior college communi­ 
ty center. Considering the f a c t 
that the governing board may 
wish to plan for only one site to 
serve the entire district, this one 
factor has been applied to both 
one-and-Two-site service. 
"Location in this report includes 
availability of utilities. From in­ 
formation received from the dis­ 
trict it would appear that t h e 
availability of water, electricity 
and gas would not be a problem 
at any one of the rated sites. 


“ACCESSIBILITY — Accessibili­ 
ty is a highly Important factor in 
sit* selection — particularly where 
the road network Is limited as it 
is in portions of this district. 
"Youth and adults go to Junior 
colleges in automobiles. Ability to 
get to a college easily from major

'Debra' Roars 
On Galveston, 


Hits Houston 


Tropical Hurricane 


Brings 105-MPH 


W inds Into G ulf 
GALVESTON, Tex. (UPD — Rag­ 
ing tropical hurricane 
Debra 
smashed into the Island city of 
Galveston today and began beat­ 
ing Houston with vicious winds 
and torrential rain. The storm was 
boring northwestward. 
A woman and her daughter were 
missing and a man was reported 
drowned in Freeport, Tex., 45 
miles southwest of Galveston, 
where the hurricane firs* hit with 
winds of 105 miles an hour. 
DAMAGE TOTALED hundreds 
of thousand of dollars and was 
growing by the hour. 
The Federal Hurricane Warning 
Service reported that at 4 a.m. 
(edt), the hurricane was 25 miles 
west-northwest of Galveston with 
80-mile-an-hour winds at its cen­ 
ter. 
GAI.ES EXTENDED out 50 
miles to the northwest and 100 
miles to the southeast of the 
center. 
A hurricane in Galveston in 
September. 1900, toHed 5,00-8,000 
persons: the exact number was 
never determined. 
Nearly all were drowned by a 
great tidal wave. An elaborate 
seawall system now protects the. 
city from tidal waves.

O f Hope for Peace 
MOSCOW (UPD — Vio* President 
Richard M. Nixon ran into heck­ 
ling by Soviet workers today 
vdale Moscow radio and the Com» 
muniid newspaper Pravda were 
lambasting U.S. foreign policy. 
Nixon, who appeared to be em­ 
erging as something of a popular 
hero Friday night after his vio­ 
lent public exchange with Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev, was 
heckled at least three times today 
while touring the Soviet agricul­ 
tural and industrial exposition. 


BEFORE TOURING the Soviet 
exposition Nixon met with First 
Deputy Premiers Anastas Miko- 
yan and Frol Kozlov. The talk» 
were private and there was no 
announcement on what was said. 
Mikoyan, rebuffed by the Stata 
Department on his effort* to pro­ 
mote U.S.-Soviet trade, gave Nix­ 
on and an American businestmaa 
a lukewarm reception. 
Nixon'* stay behind the Iron 
Curtain will be extended “for a 
few day*," the V S . embassy In 
Warsaw announced today. Tlio 
vice president will visit Poland 
on his way back home from Mos­ 
cow. It was not known exactly 
how long he would slay, but 
sources there Indicated It would 
be four day*.

It started when Preminger was 
directing Goldwyn's "Porgy and 
Bess,” following Sam's firing of 
Rouben 
Mamoulian. 
Preminger 
was bringing out his own "Anat­ 
omy of a "Muffler” picture about 
the same time “Porgy” got pre­ 
miered . . . and at first Prem­ 
inger denied there was any feud. 
Then one night at 21, Preminger 
said — in the midst of denying 
there was any feud — "How can 
I feud with somebody 1 don't talk 
to?” 
“That's a perfect Goldwyinism,” 
I said. 
“Please, not that!" Preminger 
wiriied. Only when 1 agreed to call 
it an Ottoism. would he agree to 
talk to me further. 
In preminger’í opinion, the tall, 
erect, 75-year-old Goldwyn wasn't 
kidding when he once allegedly 
said: 
"A verbal contract isn't 
worth the paper it's written on.” 
Preminger says Sam balked at 
certain verbally-agreed-upon deals 
. . . but Goldwyn smiles benevo­ 
lently at all these accusations.

” 
Patiently. Sam said, "I never 
went to school . . .” 
But he surely had some great 
teachers . . . in this room he'd 
entertained 
Calvin 
Coolidge, 
Charles Chaplin, the first Douglas 
Fairbanks. 
Smiling, he recalled Coolidge’s 
world-wide reputation as a fisher­ 
man (in tlie Black Hills of tha 


Dakotas they even stocked th* 
streams especially for him). Doug­ 
las Fairbanks, to make Coolidge 
happy, had lengthily described the 
fishing possibilities of the Holly­ 
wood neighborhood, with vast en­ 
thusiasm too. Coolidge listened ae 
long as he could and then grunted: 
"I don't fish." 
.Amazed, Goldwyn asked Cool­

"Do you still admire Eisenhow­ 
er as much as you did?' I asked 
bam. 
"Not as much as 1 did, no,” he 
said. 
"No?” 
"MORE!” he shouted. 
A couple of times Goldwynisms 
flowed out. 
Mentioning Sammy 
Davis Jr., who plays "Sporting 
Life” so superbly in "Porgy.” 
Goldwyn said he had seen him in 
his Broadway show "Mr. Won- 
derman.”

PROBABLY THE most useful 
knots for pleasure boating are the 
clove hitch and half hitch, to tie 
up to dock posts, cleats or pil­ 
ings. For rings, the fisherman's 
bend is a 
good mooring knot. 
When a double-hack loop of line 
completes clove, half hitch, or 
single fisherman's bend, the knot 
releases easily by pulling the free 
end. 
For a more permanent moor­ 
ing, the bowline is best. Alter­ 
nate tension and slack of waves 
or tides won't loosen it. To tie 
lines together, the old square knot 
is still reliable. The similar sheet 
bend is good to join lines of dif­ 
ferent diameters.
